In Again and Out Again 


It is great good news that Canada’s 
First Division got out of France without 
losses, and that the whole British expedi- 
tionary force was withdrawn without seri- 
ous losses of men or equipment. As Mr. 
Churchill has said, wars are not won by 
evacuations. But that British troops have 
been twice evacuated from France suc- 
cessfully is good evidence that they can 
be landed successfully when and where 
occasion may require. 

Only men well disciplined and steady 
could be so handled in such masses, and 
only a navy of high efficiency could play 
its part in the operations. The expedi- 
tionary force has played a cat-and-mouse 
game with the Nazi blitzkriegers twice, 
and won both times. Its mobility will be 
appreciated by the German high com- 
mand, to whom the skill shown in these 
manoeuvres will give anything but satis- 
faction. 


Nobody Is Immune 


The C.C.F. contingent in parliament 
wanted to postpone compulsory service 
of persons and property until war indus- 
tries and financial institutions had been 
nationalized. The trouble with that pro- 
gram is that Hitler doesn’t wait for his 
enemies and intended victims to get 
through debating. What we have to deal 
with is a condition, not a theory. If the 
condition is met properly and successfully, 
economic theories can be discussed at lei- 
sure. Should we be unsuccessful in meet- 
ing the condition, our C.C.I". friends will 
get all the nationalization they want and 
a good deal more, for nationalization is 
the sum and substance of Naziism. 

Mr. Coldwell asked for assurance that 
if young men are to be forced to serve and 
possibly die for their country, “those with 
wealth” should make comparable sacrifice. 
So far as serving is concerned, they do 
this when they lend money to the Govern- 
ment at low rates of interest. The men in 
the home defence units will lend their time 
and get paid for it. “Those with wealth” 
lend the proceeds of past time and labor, 
and get paid for it. They are on the same 
footing in that respect. 

Should the time come when men 
drafted for home defence have to die for 
their country, no one need worry about 
“those with wealth” not making sacrifice. 
If the country were invaded seriously, 
even though unsuccessfully in the long 
run, everybody would be impoverished. 
How many still wealthy people are there 


in Holland, Belgium, and northern 
France? 
Carry On 


Adoption of the compulsory service 
System does not of course mean that all 
the men of military age and fitness in the 
country are to be called up, enlisted, uni- 
formed, armed, and turned into a stand- 
ing army. Nor that officials are to go 
about pulling men everywhere out of jobs 
in which they are now engaged and put- 
ting them in other jobs. The Government 
is given power to do these things, but they 
will be done only to the extent that is nec- 
essary, or sufficiently in the public inter- 
est to be worth the doing. 

It might be that not one man in Can- 
ada should be called up for compulsory 
military service. If men flock voluntarily 
into militia units in large numbers, draft- 
ing may not be mecessary to build up the 
home defence forces to the strength re- 
quired. It is to be hoped this will happen, 
and it can happen if young Canadians 
have sensed the reality of the peril in 
which the country stands, 

The object of industrial “conscription” 
is Lo bring the production of war supplies 
up to the Maximum, and to make what 
redistribution of labor may be necessary 
to this end, It as not likely that more 
than a small fraction of our working 
population will have to be shifted from 
present occupations to others 

The sensible course i for each man to 
stay at his present job unless and until 
ordered to do something else —and mean- 
while get into one of the militia unite and 
spend a few hours per week training in

Tomorrow—The Budget 


We are duc to hear the bad news from 
Mr. Ralston tomorrow. Bad in the sense 
that no one welcomes a notice that the 
Government is going to make heavier de- 
mands on his income, and that is certain 
to be the gist of the announcement the 
Minister will have to make. At least the 
news will not come as a surprise, save per- 
haps in detail. Everyone has known 
from the day the war started that heav- 
ier taxation would have to be imposed. 
The only question has been and is where 
it will hit, by what methods, and how 
hard. 

We may as well dismiss in advance any 
notion that new tax measures will or can 
be limited to collecting back money the 
Government is spending on the war from 
those to whom it is paid. Framing tax 
laws is not so simple a process as that. 
There is no way to earmark war money 
and keep it passing back and forth be- 
tween the public treasury and thuse to 
whom it is paid out as wages or the price 
of materials, 

Beyond any manner of doubt, the new 
taxation will have to bite into the incomes 
of people in no way directly benefitting 
from war contracts and war employment. 
It will have to take something from the 
earnings of each and all, directly or indi- 
rectly. Which for most of us means that 
we shall have to do without some things 
and put the cost of them into the war 
chest. This, it can be said with full assur- 
ance, Canadians will do not only willing- 
ly but with grim satisfaction, knowing 
that their dollars are going to fight for 
them.

THOUGHTS AFTER THE FALL OF PARIS 
For many generations the governments of 


free peoples, the democracies, have enjoyed the 
dominance of western civilization and have had 


the power to determine the destiny of the world, 
Now they have suffered the worst disaster in 
their history, Their very survival is threatened. 
. Their disaster involves us. 
It involves us for reasons which 
Mr. Lippmann set forth with 
admirable lucidity on Saturday 
morning. Ye should face that 
fact with complete clarity in 
order that out of today’s defeat 


we may dtaw tomorrow's 
strength and wisdom.

There are simple, realistic 


reasons why Hitler has so far 

D. Thompson won this war. We must under- 
stand those reasons and look at ourselves in the 
light of those reasons. 

First: His observations regarding the internal 
weakness of democratic societies—observations 
which formed the basis for his conquest of Ger- 
many itself, by the Nazi revolution. 

The democratic ideal, which started as a 
noble and heroic coneeption, as an attempt to 
liberate human beings, and offer them the 
opportunity to develop and perfect themselves 
and thus grow from individuals into persons, 
has degenerated away from the idea of self- 
perfection through effort, away from the idea 
of equal and co-operative endeavor, into the 
idea of self-interest. The pursuit of happiness, 
which is vain except as it represents an accrual 
of joy through creative action, has become the 
pursuit of pleasure. 

The concept that the laborer is worthy of his 
hire has been supplanted by the idea that work 
is a commodity, to be bargained for and sold at 
the highest price that can be extorted, regard- 
less of the product. And the same is true of 
capital, whose creative function has become 
secondary to its safety. Capital—the accumu- 
lated savings upon which new creative activity 
can be based—has also come to be treated like 
a commodity, whose worth and use depends 


upon the market.

Higher education has been divorced from 
the idea of training the whole man, into the 
production of experts, who, possessed of im- 
mense amounts of specialized knowledge, are 
without the sense with which they were born. 
Secondary education has devoted itself to train- 
ing youth by words rather than by action. It 
is literary and divorced from life, which is 
reality, Every June our high schools and col- 
leges turn out youngsters who are completely 
unfitted for the realities of the world into which 
they emerge. An age that needs mechanics, 
technicians, skilled workers, men whose hands 
and brains have been co-ordinated to a unified 
efficiency, is flooded with young people who 
cannot read a slide rule or handle a screw- 
driver, let alone an exquisite machine.

A social snobbery which belies every demo- 
cratic principle perpetuates the idea that a man 
who wears a white collar and adds up columns 
in a book, or a girl who types “Yours of the 
10th received” is somehow of superior status to 
the driver of a steam locomotive or a first-rate 
ecok. 

We educate our children to come up in the 
world, instead of to live in it. 

We belie our own democracy at every step. 
We classify people according to “success’— 
according to income—rather than achievement; 
or according to race, instead of according to 
quality, 

Nothing is dearer to us than ourselves, and 
the ideal of ourselves is comfort. 

Hitler is destroying democracy by the sword, 
and by revolution, because democracy has 
already gone far on the road to self-destruction.

Second: Hitler is winning the war because 
he has been fighting it with an industrial and 
engineering economy, while the democracies 
have been fighting it with a money, or financial 
economy, and fighting it stingily. We are now 
following Britain and France in our defense 
program 

The Germans did not vote themselves four 
billion money units for defense. They voted 
—had voted for them—thirty thousand air- 
planes, so and so many guns, so and so many 
nd tons of reserves of oil and raw 
materials. The German economy is an economy 
of things and men; the Allied economy is an 
economy of symbols: money.

Nobody Foresaw It 


We were all in this thing together. We were 
all nearly alike in the badness of our prevision 
of what was to come out of the defaults of 
democracy and the rise of the dictator states. 
We condoned the mistakes of our elected men 
under our system. 

They were giving us largely what we had 
voted for and what we had given them our 
mandate to attempt. If we must turn upon the 
appeasers now, let us be honest enough to 
reproach ourselves, for we were most of us 
willing enough to believe that somehow we 
could get through the threatening days without 
making serious preparation for war. 

Let us ask ourselves if we, alike in Great 
Britain, in Canada, in the United States, even 
in a lesser degree perhaps in France, would have 
submitted to the measures and the policies that, 
we can see now well enough, would have been 
necessary, 

We can see now that we could only have 
prevented and forestalled the threat of Hitler 
by a total concentration of the forces of our 
peoples upon the getting ready for war. We 
should have had to conscript allour manpower 
and we should have had to put all our private 
and public means under the ruthless control of 
the state. 

For the purposes of saving democracy then, 
we should have had to consent to the absolute 
measures which now, in the hour of realization 
and peril, we have embraced. Let us remem-

On This Date

How many of you remember the jubilee 
of Queen Victoria in 1887 or even the diamond 
jubilee of 1897? Many who were then children 
are now grandparents, who can tell the children 
of the present generation of the joy with which 
the two jubilees were celebrated in Canada. 
There was no hesitation over here; but in Eng- 
land there was a marked distinction between the 
two jubilees. 

In 1887 in London the celebration was largely 
a British one, with a strain of colonial and In- 
dian color let in just to admit that the Queen 
ruled over a mighty empire, Canada was the 
only Dominion then; she was the only self-gov- 
erning unit of the empire to have a high com- 
missioner in London, The Australian colonies, 
New Zealand, Cape Colony, Natal, were just 
“colonies” with agents-generals. True, the spirit 
of empire unity was there, but it was restrained. 

How different it was in the diamond jubilee 
of June 20, 1897. True, the Australian Common- 
wealth had not then been created, the Cape and 
Natal wére just fringes on the Dutch republics 
of the Transvaal and the Orange Free State, but 
the true value of imperial unity had been im- 
pressed upon the “folks at home,” and in 1897 it 
was an “Imperial Conference” that met and not 
a “Colonial Conference” as in 1887, Sometimes 
one wonders whether the presence of Wilfrid 
Laurier as the representative of Canada was not 
responsible for much of this note, not so much 
because he was a French-speaking prime min- 
ister of a self-governing Dominion, which was 
in itself significant, but because of the strides 
which Canada had made in the intervening de- 
cade. Laurier was disciplined to endorse ali the 
empire dreams of Joseph Chamberlain and the 
other empire, unionists, but there is no doubt 
that it was at the diamond jubilee celebration in 
1897 that the seeds were sown which brought in 
due time the Canadian navy, to protect Canada 
and aid the Royal Navy. Who in 1887 would have 
dared to dream of such an eventuality?

FARMERS CAN HELP 


In June of each year, the Dominion Bureau 
of Statistics, in co-operation with the Provincial 
Departments of Agriculture, distributes card- 
board schedules to farmers for the purpose of 
collecting statistics of acreages under crop and 
the numbers of live stock and poultry on farms. 
An innovation of 1931 extended this survey to 
cover the breeding and marketing intentions 
with regard to live stock. In all of the provinces, 
except Prince Edward Island, Nova Scotia, 
Alberta and British Columbia, these schedules 
are distributee to the farmers through the rural 
school teachers. In these four provinces, the 
cards are mailed direct to the farmers 

The acreages of field crops in particular, are 
the real foundation of the scheme of agricultural 
Only slightly less im- 
portant in the national planning is the necessity 
of having correct knowledge of the numbers of 
farms. The accuracy of the com- 
pilations in both these classes is largely depend- 
ent upon the obtaining of completed cards from 
a fair sample of the total number of Canadian 
farms.

It is doubt- 
ful if even the best of eye exercises 
will have much effect in correcting 
a marked case of near-sightedness, 
or in correcting some other defect in 
vision due to a defect in the shape 
of the eyeball. However, eye exer- 
cises may be resonably expected to 
help the muscles around the eyes and 
usually they leave the eyes feeling 
refreshed.

MONTREAL, June 20.—Some of 
the exhibits produced at prelim- 
inary hearing of charges against 
Adrien Arcand and 10 other al- 
leged members of the National 
Unity Party “lead me to believe 
there has been a_ conspiracy 
against the state,” Judge Rodolphe 
DeSerres declared yesterday be- 
fore suddenly adjourning hear- 
ing until June 26. 

“I feel that the exhibits, particu- | 
those numbered 17 to 22 in-| 
usive, in the court record, should | 
be brought to the attention of the 
Attorney General,” the judge said | 
after production of about 45 exhibits 
from the six truckloads of mat- 
erial seized by Royal. Canadian 
Mounted Police several weeks ago | 
in raids upon homes and offices of 
alleged members of the Canadian 
Fascist organization. 

PARTY NOW BANNED 

Arcand, self-styled Fuehrer of the 
National Unity Party, and the 10

Since their arrest the party has been 
banned by the Dominion govern- 
ment. 

The exhibits to which Judge De- 
Serres referred specifically were 
letters three of the accused—-Ar- 
cand, Joseph C. Carr of Toronto,
